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Applicant argues the Moriguchi reference teaches a packing density of graphite powder and is not a coating layer density. Applicant further 
argues that the description within page 11, lines 5-16 shows why the packing density of the graphite powder is not a coating layer density. 
Review of the specification describes the relationship between graphite A and graphite B, but does not provide any evidence as to why the 
packing density of the graphite powder which is used as the negative electrode material within the Moriguchi reference would not be the 
same as the coating layer density which is also directed towards the negative active material. Moriguchi teaching the packing density of the 
graphite powder (which includes the surface or "coating" layer of the electrode) includes the range of 1.17g/cc or higher which influences 
the energy density per unit volume of the electrode. The range of Moriguchi overlaps the range of 1 .5g/cc or higher as presented in the 
claims which is obvious over the cited references. 
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
